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FLYING SAUCERS AND THE COMING SPACE FROEES, by Riley Crabb 
A lecture review of some aspects of the phenomenon 
now in its eleventh year, and a comparison of scme 
aspects of the problems of spece travel as revwaled 
by the Visitors from outer space with our ¢wn plans 
to send manried vehicles to Mars and Venus. 


By this time rany of you have seen the recent movie "The Barbarian and 
ths Geisha." As you recall the plot is based on the actual expeeriences of 
Townsend Harris, first American Consul to Japan in 1852, This American 
had the unwelcome task of trying to get to join the community of nations. 

When he landed at the seaport town he was received with open hostility 
by the Governor of the district. The Consul and his assistant were given a 
house to live in but they were almost completely isolated from the commmity 
for five weeks, 

Harris wasn't even allowed to send his credentials to the Shogun at the 
nation's capital, Edo. The Governor informed the American that the Barons, 
the men of power running Japan, were split wide open on tne question of 
extending recognition to this Visitor from outer - excuse me, this alien 
from overseas, 

The Barons knew how disturbing this alien and his new ideas and ways 
would be to their country, to the delicate balance of power they held over 
the social and economic life of the country. The conservatives were against 
letting the barbarians in to Japan; the liberals were for tecognition, and 
for the ingvitable changes to come. 

There must have been a compromise for finally the Consul aws brought to 
the Capitol with great pomp by the Governor and presented to the Court. 

Herris was on display like some prize specimen for a zoo, but he was told 
that one of the older Barons, one of graat family and prestige, was favorably 
impressed and would throw the vate to the American. 

The next day there was an exhibition of military skill for the barbarian. 
Riding at full speed on horseback, Japanese archers showed their skill at split 
ting targets with the bow and arrow, Then, to the horror of most, and to the 
satisfaction of tne conservatives who engineered the assassination, a horseman 
riding the wrong way drove an arrow through the head of the Baron who favored 
recognition of the American Consul! 

To the diszuppointment of the conservatives, the murder of the Baron swung 
the vote in the Amrican's favor anyway; so in desperation they ordered the 
Governor to murder the Consul, When he found the Geisha in what he supposed 
was the Consul's bed, the Governor controlled his raging desire to kill her for 
having foiled the plot and committed suicide. 

As I watched that historical spectacle unfold I couldn't help but think 
of the reactions of the men of power in America when the reports of the Visitors 
from outer space hit our Nation's capitol in 197 and 48. Just as we invited 
the Japanese to Join the commmity of nations a hundred years ag&, so the 
Visitors are asking us, and the rest of the world, to join the ccmmmnity of 
planets in our solar system. 

So far, the conservative leaders in our social, economic and political 
life have successfully resisted the invitation. 

Of course the liberal leadedrs have tried to get the facts on Flying 
Saucsrs out to us but they haven't been successful. Revealing glimpses of this 
conflict between conservatives and liberals in Washington are contained in 
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Major Donald Feyhoe's books, Flying Saucers Are Real, Flying Saucers Fren 
Outer Space, and Flying Sauce: Couspiracy. 

As @ texser of Borderland Science Research Associates I have hnowm for 
years that tcp pecple ta owr goverment and in other governments in the Vest- 
ern world have bsen contacted airectly by the Visitors. At the same time 
cur Intelligence sorvices were gathering factual reports on Fiying Saucer 
Blighsings and laadings from the bess qualified observere, military pilots, 
CAA towez oDsravors, radar overators ani other trained end paid with our 
tax money to watch the skles. 

At the very time these facts were coming in to Washington ‘n the sprinz 
ce? 1918 an official press release said: "All reports up to date ebout un’mowm 
flying cbjects in the earth's atmosptiere have been carefully oxanined. No 
single clue for the existence of euch craft has been found." 

: fiso at this sam tims, according to Gevin Gibbon ia, The Ceming Of The 
Space Ships, a secret report dated April 28, 1940 was beitrg circulated in ths 
Pentagon, It sald, "in tho atmosphere surrounding the eartn thore are 
observed fron tine to tims, disc-like projectiles that aro wiioubtedly eteers 
and controlled by an intslligezcs. . . the positively detezmined speeds are 
commaratively higher then those presently attained with known trpes of air- 
craft. . . higher taan ovr current technolcgical knowledge would seem to 
permit. . . The veluvas of acceleration are also abcve the linits considered 
normal by us. . . noigker in hovering nor in flight are thsy audible.

One of the men in Washington who undoubtedly received this ronort and 
read 1t was our first Secretary of lefense, Jemes Forrestal. I suppose hy 
could be cousidsred one of the mer of power Jn America, Frior to entering 
government service he had been presideut of Dillon, Reed & Co., an ulara- 
conservative investment banking ficm of Wall street. Major Keyhoe notes, 
in Flying Seucers Are Real, that Forrestal set the official nolicy cf se~ 
timking Saucers as hallucinetions. In view of wnat happoned in Jenan noarly 
a hundred years earlier, Forres’tal's sudden death is strangely significant, 


WEY DCN? TYEY LAND OPENLY? 
A common question at the end of lectures like this is, Why dont the 
isitors land on the White House lawn or some othor public place and demand 
presa, redio and fV coverage, thus breaking the silence imposed by the con- 
servatives? 

ft have found no better reply to this than the one received from a Visite 
by Dan Fry tn April, 1954. You'll find 1% on page 24 of Dantes litt’e book, 
Alan's Mossave To Men Of Earth, This is what Alen aaid. 

"From tho practical stendpoint, you know as well as we that if we wore 
to land our craft near the seat of your government, we would immediately by 
surrounded aad takn in charge by those military forces whose duty it is to 
protect tne heads of your government from possible danger. We would be 
questioned for hours, perhaps days before any request which we might make wor 
bsen be given corsideration. We would be forced to display our superiority 
in the realm of raterial science. Once this superiority kad been Ccemonstrate 
the military loaders wovld inevitably adopt the pogiticn that is was imperati 
tkat their country acquire and 'rrotect' this advanced scientific knowledge. 
The attitude of your government, in coumon with the governments of other 
advanced naticns on your planet today, is that all new knowledge, particular’ 
scientiric knowledge, is the property of the state. . . any information whict. 
your government might acquire concerning us, our craft, or our Imowledge wou ; 
be considered the most vital ‘military’ secret they had ever possessed." 

And i? you dont think our military leaders would be eager to mass a 'dsa 
_ -with the Visitors for- the nas of tkeir superior equipment, there is plenty of 
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historical precedent tc support Alan's logic. 

Lets go back to 1519 to the fateful day when the greedy Spanish pirate, 
Cortes, landed on the coast of Moxico. To the Tlaxcalans occupying that part 
of the Aztec empire, the Spaniards with their white skins, their shining armor 
and their vastly superior firearms were literally out of this world. At that. 
time there was going on a tremendcus political struaggéé for control of the 
empire and the Tlaxcalan military leaders made a "deal" with Cortes. They 
used him and his superior weapons to turn the tide of battle in their favor 
in the struggle for the capitol at Mexico City. You kmow also that Cortes 
went on to snatter the Aztec empire in the conquest of Mexico, The Azvec 
civilization is gone now, overwaelmed by a stronger force from outside. 

This is the thing the conservative Japanese Barons feared with the ar- 
rival of the Americans in mid-nineteenth century. And they were right, the 
feudalism of that day is gone. This is the thing that the power barons of 
America fear today, with the arrival of the Visitors from outer space, 


HAS TYERE BEEN AN ACTUAL LANDING? 


We mombers of Borderland Science Research Associates have been informed 
that there was a landing of several space ships at Edwards Air Force Base 
in the California desert, This occurred in February, 1954 about two months 
before Dan Fry had nis interesting conversation with Alan in the Oregon woods. 

I should judge that the Visitors made two fairly serious attempts to 
break tho news blockada, one in 1948 and another in July, 1952 when UFOs 
spent hours in the skies over the nation's capitol. From our point of view 
as ordinary citizens this third attempt in 1954 was no more successful than 
the others fcr it certainly didn't become public knowledge. 

One of the members of Borderland Science Research Associates was invited 
up to Edwards AFB to view the Flying Saucers on display there. He described 
the experience in a letter to our director, Meade Layne, written April 16 ,i 95h. 
I'd like to read one or two portions cf It, from the PSRA Round Robin of Auge- 
Bent, 1958,

"T have just returned from Muroc. The report is trve - dovastatingly 
true? I mée the journey in compsny with F.A. of the Hearst papers and E.N, 
of the Brookings Institute (Truman’s erstwhile financiel adviser), and Bishos 
M. of Los Angeles, 

"When we were allowed to enter the restricted section. , . I had the 
distinct feeling that the world had come to an end with fantastic realicn, 
For I have never seen so many huran beings in a state of complete collapse 
and confusion es they realized that their own world had indeed ended wita 
sucn finality as to beggar descrirtion. The reality of the totherplane’ 
sercforms is now and forever removed from the realms of speculation and made 
a rather painful part of the consci.usness of every responsible scientific 
and ptlitical group. 

"D uring my two days visit I saw five separate and distincttypes of air- 
craft (Flying Saucers?) being studied and handled by our Air Force officials 
- with the assistance and permission of the The Bthorians! I have no words 
to express my reactions. . . President Bisem hower, as you my know, was 
spirited over to Muroc one night during his visit to Palm Springs recently. 
ani 1% 1s my conviction he will ignore the terrific conflict between the 
various ‘authorities? and go directiy to the people via radio and television - 
if the linpasse continues much longer, From what I could gather, an official 
statement bo the country is being prepared for dolivery about the middle of 
May. 

"I will leave 1% to your own excellent powers of deduction to construct 
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a ficting picture of the montal and emitional pandemoniuwn that is now shat- 
tering the consciousness of aundreds of our ‘authoritics' and all the pun- 
dits of tho various specialized knowledges that miko up our cwrrent physics. 
In some instances I could not stifle a wave of pity that arose in my cwn beir, 
as I watched the pathetic bewildermont of rather brilliant brains struggling 
to make som sort of rational explanation which would enable them to retain 
their familiar theories and ccncepts. And I thanked my own destiny for 
having long ago pushed ms into the metaphysical woods and compélled mo to 
find my way out. To watch strong minds cringe before totally irreconcilable 
aspects of ‘science’ is not a pleasant thing. The coming and going of an 
etheric, or spirit, body has been so familiar to mo these many years I had 
Just forgotten that such a manifestation could snap the mnsal balance of 4 
man not so conditioned. I shall never forest those forty-eight hours at 
Marto. 63 2"))." 

Liks the Atomic bomb Manhattan Project of World War II, this landing of 
Flying Seucers at Edwards AFB, Muroc Dry Lake, in February, 1954 shows how 
woll cur government can conceal information from the general public if it 
really wants +o. The control over commmications media, newspapers, radio 
and TV can be complete! 

You ask, 1s there or has there been any proof of this visit? I believe 
thore is in the fact cf President Eisenhower's disappearance from Palm Spring: 
for four hours on the Saturday night of Feb. 27, 1954 during his vecation 
there. 

I found it in Times Magazine for March 1, 1954. The Times stcry said 
the 75 news, radlo and TV reporters on duty in Palm Springs gave a fine dem- 
onstration of "mass mysteria” trying to discover what had happened to the 
President. The Associated Press man even flashed on his New York wire that 
Eisenhower had been assassinated - and retracted it a mcment later. If ony 
of them did fiscover that the President had been flown over to Muroc Dry Lake 
a scant hundred miles away 1% never got into print. 

Ana so the conservative position of our government today is that is has 
no evidence that Flying Saucers exist, This isn't true of otner governments 
in the Western world, Ncyway for instance, 

In Major Keyhoe's second book you can read an item about a space ship 
which crashed at Spitzbergen, Norway in late June, 1952, It was tracked ty 
planes of the Norwegian Air Force. After threo years of inquiry and inves- 
tigation the head of the military investigation board, Col Gernod Darnbyl, 
released the findings to the press.. The story appeared ‘*n the Stuttearter 
Tegeblatt, Sept. 5, 1955; 1t was picked up by a Saucer Research group in 
Holland, Dutch UFO Gids, and relayed to the APRG Reporter in Seatwle. 

“The crashing of the Spitzbergen disc was highly important," Col Darnbyl 
paid, “Although our present scientific mowledge dves not yet enable us to 
solve all riddles, J am confident that these remains from Spitzbergen will 
prove to be of utmost importance in this reapect. Some time ago a misunder- 
standing was caused by saying that the disc was probably of Soviet origin. 
Thia we wish to state emphatically, it has not been built in any country on 
earth, The materials used in its coustructicn are completely unknown to 
all experts having particinated in the investigation, and at any rate only 
to be cbhteined after physical and chemical prosesses still unknown to us,’ 

According to Col Darnby] the board of inquiry is not going to publish 
an extensive report until "some sensational facts have been discussed with 
U.S. and British experts. We should reveal what we found ovt as misplaced 
secrecy might woll lead to panic.” 

You and I know very well that because of present Security regulations 
no official report of that board of inquiry will ever be released in the 
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SPAIN TO INVESTIGATS PLYLNG SAU IAS 


This headline, in 6 brief news item in the LA Times for Nov. 12, 1956, 
shows that enocher country has decided to make an official investigation of 
the phenorsnon, If Flying Saucers are no longer being seen, as some ignor- 
antly clain, why should Spein get into the act at this late date? The 
United Press International news item merely states that a group of sclencista 
at Barcelona has founded an interpianotary strdies conter to investigate 
“unexplained phenomena in space and unidentified objects in the skies." 

Still a taird nation mking public ackowleeégement of the physical pre- 
sence of the UrCs is Brazil - while our government cldims it has no evidence: 

On Jan, 16, 1958 a ship of the Brazilian Navy was engaged in ocean re- 
search off the Isle of Trinidad in the Atlantic Ocean. At noon an officer 
of the Brazilian Air Force, Capt Viegas, shouted to other on the deck, He 
called their attention to a UFO, the diammter of the full moon, glowing 
brightly and approaching the ship from over the island. Later he compared 
it to two, superimposed saucers, joined in the middle by a large ring. 

A Navy photographer was on deck at the time, taking pictures of the ship. 
He got six good pictures of the Flying Saucer as it maneuvered around over- 
heads! : 

The captain of the ship, Commander Carlos Bacelar, rushed on deck at 
the alarm and saw the phenomenon, along vith otner officers and members of 
the crew. About that &1ime all redio and other electrical apparatus on tho 
ship went dead, and stayed dead until the UFO moved away. It was also seen 
by people on the islend. 

Tho story and the pictures were relossed by the Brazilian Air Force 
Bureau, on avthority of President Kubitschek, Here 1s a sketch of one of 

the pictures published locally. One appeared in the LA Mirror News in Feb- 
ruary, another in Max Miller’s "Saucers" quarterly, PO Box 35034, Lcs Ange- 
les 35. :

Now I'd like to discuss a sighting which occurred on Jan. 7, 198, al- 
most eloven years ago. There aro two good reasons for referring back to the 
tregic death of Captain Mantell. One is because it shows the solid evidence 
for the presence of the space Visitors at the wery timo the conservatives 
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were cooking up the "mass hysteria’ prcooaganda. The otlur reascn ic that 
it indicates that the space probes being planned row are foredvucmed to 
failure:, 

Our best source of informatica cn the Visitors frcm onter space has 
been and is the Imer Circle of the Mark Probert grceup in San @iego, The 
wise men wio wake up the. Inner Circle have maintained for ysars that no 
physical object wili hold together onco it leaves the earth's magnetic, or 
electro-gravitic Pield, whichever you wisa to call it. 

Prof, if there is any preaf at this time before our own space vehicles 
get beyond the moon, is in a tragedy which happened on tke afternoon of Jan. 
7, 19%8, On thet winter afterncoen a great, disc-shaped space ship cruisod 
acress the state of Kentucky at a leisurely hundred miies an hour. It was 
dull silver in color and perhaps 300 feet acress, It psessed in and out of 
clouds estimated at five to seven thousand feet that dey, by the Weather 
Bureau, Hundreds cf people at Madisonville, Ky. saw it; as it was headed 
in the general direction of Ft, Knoz and Godman Air Force Base, State Police 
notified the Ccemmand at the Air Base to be on the lookout for the Visitor, 
Tne Base was 90 miles from Madisonville. 

Just as predicted, the UFO showed up in the ft. Kacx area, The men in 
the Air Base control tower watched it for minutes. Colrnel Hix, the Base 
commander, came up for a look, He had ynly three planes that could be 
ordered into tne air immediately, of these only one was gassed up and ready 
to go. Unfortunately for Captain Mantell it was the P-51 Mustang belonging 
to hin, 

Irn. full view of hundreds on the ground there that day, Mantell made 
several passes by the UFO, radioing detailed descripticns of it back to 
the base. He characterized it as “tremendous” in size, with portholes aiong 
tne side. 

Tue UFO tilted and went up through the clouds with Maztell after it. 

He said he was going to go in real close. This last maneuver was seen by 
some witnesses; they saw Mantell's plane disintegrate. I+ came down in 
pieces about the size of confetti and was gathered up in bushel baskets, 
from an area of four square miles. We've never been able to find out if the 
pilot met the same fato or not. 

The point I wanted to make here is that when Mantell and his plane flew 
tnto the electro-gravitic field of the Flying Saucer they left the earth's 
field! If this is true I hope our scientists discover this fact to their 
own satisfaction before we wend any manned vek&cles beyond tho moon, Tho 
magnesic, or clectro-gravitic, field of the earth extends only a fow milos 
beyond tre moon, 


WHAT SAYS THE YALA? 


From cne of owr Borderland Science Research Associates bulletins of Nov. 
15, 1955 I‘d like to read a few remarks on this subject, by the leader of 
the Inner Circle, the Yada di Shitite. 

“The Government of the United States has long agc been told how to buiid 
these ‘ships' - that is, how to build and bo propel the disc-shaped craft, 
end cthers, But such craft, constructed by earth people, will not be usabie 
for true space travel. They can be used, however, for travol at great speed 
witnin the atmosphere and/or tne magnetic field of the earth. 

"These craft will not be usable for interplanetary travel. One reason 
will be that your physical organisms, your human bodies will not withstand 
the conditions, particularly the cosmic rays - which might not be immediate}, 
fatal (but after a short time). Now, the etheric people (the Visitors) trave. 
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4n space if they se desire, but tuio is possible to them because thoir buticr 
are not like youre, bes mde or otnoric substance ang in frequency rates not 
impeded by the rays. 
To understand how the Visitors travel through space, and why we cannot 

do the same in earth-made bodies and earth-made rockets, the Yada says, 

"There wust be - there will be - a great; overturning of orthodox religion- 
ism; and es for science, the tezt books will havo to be destroyed. I refer 
expecially to basic concep” “8 Of Space, of the Ether, of the nature and 
atructuro of matter. The octernco of thysice will have to be reconstructed." 


TRUE SPACE TRAVEL IMPOSS(BLE FCR 'EARTHIANS! 


Fer years we of Borderland Science Research Associates have boen receiv- 
ing information like the sdove frem wombers cf the Inner Circle. Gradually, 
point by point, our ovn science will comfirm mmch of what has been received 
at the Mark Probert geances. 

The director of BSR4A, Meade Layne, gathered some of these points togethe 
in a brechure which he Paloaiod Jan.1, 1956. There were nineteen specific 
items regarding space travel problem "an tho brochure. Time wont permit 
going over all of thom here but I would like to give you the first four, 

1, It is true that a few humans (Earthians) have entered Discs and othe. 
aeroforms and have taken short rides in them,’ 

2. No Earthian has traveled in an aeroform to a distance which could be 
described as 'beyond gravity,' or beyond the earth's magnetic field. No 
Earthian has visited the moon, or Mars, Venus or any other planet in his 
normal physical body. 

3. No Earthiean can make an interplanetary or true space flight in an 
asroform while in his normal physical body. Such a flight would be possible 
provided his body were reconditioned pricr to entering the aeroform, But 
further - 

4, This reconditioning would consist in a time-measured dosage of high 
frequencies prceduced by small electronic devices, and - 

5. True spece flight, even if achieved by a human under the protection 
rorntioned, would result in emmesia, and serious physical disorders. 


MENTAL HAZARDS SEEN IN FIRST SPACE FLIGHT 


The above hoadline caught my eye in the LA Times for Nov, 2, 1958, The 
story originated in San Francisco, by the Associated Press, at the Congress 
of Nourclogical Surgeons. The spoaker was Brig Gen Den Flickingor, USAF. 

"One of the problems facing space scientists is whether humans can re- 
turn from orbital or interplanetary trips with their minds intact,” General 
Flickinger told the surgeons. "There is a possibility that the first man 
to return coe such 4 trip may be montally blank and unable to recall his 
experiences. 

He said that space medical research wasn't particularly concerned about 
short flights of a few hours or a day but it was concerned about the effects 
of a 30-day absence from the eurfacg environment. 

So, if cur space scientists ars Pally aware of the implications of the 
Mantel] case and of space isolation on the human memory, they soon will be. 
with the space probes now in tne planning stages‘ 

This ends tre first part of the lecture and it's tims for vista andj 
illustretions to help you visualize and remember some of these difficult 
points.

The above headline appeared on an Associated Press story. I% was in 
the LA Times for Oct. 25, 1953. The story told cf an annomcement by the 
Los Alamos Scientific Laboratory of a new kind of electric power generator, 
& Plasm Thermocouple. 
“Its possible future uses include providing curr St for homes and factor: 
for instruments in artificial satellites, and fcr applications in interplane-. 


tarypropulsion ," 
The novelty of this thermocouple is that it uses a plasm, "a fourth 
state of mtter," tead of a second mtal. 


"The scientists have been able to produce a thermoelectric generator 
with acts conbinucusly, with a steady input of heat energy and a large, 
steady output of electrical energy." 


Amazing, isn't it. Whether the scientist is in the laboratory looking 
for ever finer and more minute states of matter; or whether he is engaged 
in. the race for outer space, he is really doing the same thing. He is leav- 
ing the familiar, three-dimensional world behind him’. «And so, to put it an- 
other way, the invasion from outer space - the coming of the Flying Saucers - 
is really an invasion of man's inner space, Our own innter being is invaded 
by new concepts of matter, apace and tims which can be shattering - unless 
your are #iliing to mke some olbow room in your mind and heart for the new 
consciousness, 

Qne thing I can prophesy for certain is that as scientists continue 
experimenting with rattor in its fourth state, and go on to matter in its 
fifth state - or the third etheric level, as I've shown in the chart on the 
preceding page - they will find their experiments being affected by their 
own vhovehts, by their own smotions’ That ile what lies anead for the earnest 
researcher. When he discovers that his experiments are teing affected by 
his own thoughts and feelings, and by the thoughts and feelings of his fellow 
workers in the laboratory, he will no longer be a scientist, he will be a 
magician: That is where the search for pure energy leads, $0 the discovery 
that mind controls matter’ 

It was this understanding which led Sir Jamss Jeans to write: "We dis- 
cover that the universe shows evidence of 2 designing or controlling power ~ 
that has something in common with our own individual minds. . ." 

And another earnest researcher, Sir Arthur Eddington: "Modern phgsics 
has elirinated the notion of substance. . . Mind is the first and most direct 
thing in our experience. . . I regard matter as derivative from Conscicusness

Here is an observation from another scientist, J.B.S.Haldane? "The only 
real world is the Spiritual world. . . The truth is that not Matter, not Force 
not any jhysical thing, but Mind, personality, is the central fact of the 
Universe. . ." 

An occultist would draw the line between Mind, a universal power or con-. 
sciousness, and porsonality, as Haldane uses it ahehas For the personality 
is the product of one lifetime on this earth. It is a complex of thoughts and 
feelings tied or a body of limited duration, nurtured on a planet which turns 
continually on its axis, giving alternating periods of light and dark every 
twenty-four hours, Take the pergonality away from this familiar rhythm and 
it begins to disintegrate, as Air Force space medicine is finding out. The 
mind goes even before the body, which would presumably disintegrate &s it 
leaves the oarth's magnotic field somewhere beyond the moon. 

These are the reasons why I think our coming space probes will bo failure.

The great toachers of the Mystery Schools of 
the world have names for these highor states of being, or energy, from direct 
experience with them, The problem is to relate the wisdom of the Schools to 


the findings of modern scicnce as it plunges on; this is not easy to do.

I believe that some such diagram as I have draxn kere will help us to 


understand what the Yada means when he says that the Visiters travel in outer 
espace in their “etheric bodies," 


that the etheric body corresponds to what 
we term the Individuality in the Mystery Schools. 


Let us say this is a 
Divine spark of ccnsciousness whcse natural home is the sun's magnetic field. 


This Individuality never leaves the “Father's House" but only projects or 
extends a portion of itself down into the lower levels of consciousnees in 
the form of what we call the personality. 

Free cf the personality, the Individuality can project or localize itseli 
anywhere in the solar system at will. From our three-dimensional point of 
view this projection or localization would be instantaneous, in technical 
terms, infinite acceleraticn end deceleration. 

I can see some of you, who find these metaphysical ideas utterly dis- 
tasteful, turning back to points 3 and 4 of the BSRA Brochure of Jan. 1, 1956 
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where the Yada and other mombers of the Inner Circle ara quoted as saying 
no “Earthian" can meke an interplanetary flight while in his norma! body un- 
less that body is “reconditioned prior to entering the eeroform and this 
reconditioning "would consist of time-measured dosages of high frequencies 
produced by small electronic devices." 

When I first read this three years ago it occurred to me that from the 
technical point of view meditation would produce "time-measured dosages 
of high frequencies” from the Individuality to the personality! Obvious'y, 
some Mystery teachings, such as Rajah Yoga, have very elaborate techniques 
for conditioning the personality for space travel. Naturally, the material 
minded Westerner would prefer to use an electronic gadget to proéuce the same 
rosults.

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FLYING SAWERS CAMOTFLAGED BY CLOUWS 


It should be of surprise to no one that masters of space travel would 
also be masters of deception and camouflage when necessary, 

For instance there was that nice June night in 1957, when Ed Hill and 
his wife were sitting on a dock at the edage of Lake Girard, New York, It 
was 8:30 pm, A svdéen gicw on the waters of the lake caused them to look 
up and see a shining disc in the sky, slightly smaller than the full moon. 
Three smoke rings came owt of the disc, forming an "L" shape above, 

"While we watched this,” says Hill, "IT heard the drone of an approachin: 
plane. A cloud cams out and sort of camouflaged the thrse little objects. 

I could still see the glow in the clord, which became bigger and covered 
everything, After the plane went by and out of sight the cloud just sort 

of disappeared. Thon the object slowly moved away towerd the west, the 
taree little objects still clinging to it. They Just backed out into space.' 

Augie Roberts sert me a report of this sighting, on tape. 

Atiwee Mishel has another danéy, in his new book, "Flying Saucers and thr 
y bodies a Line Mystery." This one took place at 5 pm, Sept. 14, 1954 in 
southwestern France, near the village of 3%, Prouant, Hundreds of villagere 
and farmers in the area witnessed 1t, including 34 -yeard 014 Georges Fortin. 

“I was working in the Pields with my men when all at once, emrging 
from the thick layer of clouds that looked like a storm coming up, we saw 
a sort of lumincus, blue-violet mist, of a regular shape like a cigar or 
carrot. It came out of the layer of clouds in an almost horizontal position, 
Slightly tilted toward &%he ground. . . Whenever it moved it did so ail of 
@ piece, as if it wore actually somo gigantic machine surrounded by mists." 

This mist covered object descended to a half mile above the farmers in 
the area who, as Georges said, “all ovor the countryside dropped thoir too'’s 

and were staring up at the sky like us." 
: Of the object tilted until it stood vertically. Then from the bottom 
of the "cigar" came a white vapor trail spinning toward the ground. Then it 
rose again and described a spiral around the “mother ship" up to the top 
and back down again in the other direction. 

“After the smoke trail had vanished completely,” says Georges, "could 
we see the object that was ‘sowing’ it; a little motallic disk, shining 11ko 
@ mirror and reflecting, in its rapid movements, flashes of light from the 
huge vertical object,” aigk 

This show continued for half an hour before the little\was taken aboard 
at high speed, the "cigar" tilted back to horizontal, and disappeared upwara 
into the cloud cover. 

Michel end his fellow researchors found a dozen confirmations of Fortin’ 
story, from other people in the St. Prouant district; yet there was on'y 
one local news story on the sighting. 

How often have you and I heard that certain cloud formations show up 
on radar scopes as solid objects. And who knows what, if anything, is in 
the cloud other than moisture? 

There was the strange disappoarance of a British Major during the Korear. 
war, Ho was a pilot in tho Royal Air #orce. He flew his fighter piane into 
@ cloud one day - and never cam out again! If he didn’t crash umoticed 
from aordinary causos, two possibilities prosont themselves, Either he and 
his plane wero kidnapped by a Flying Saucer, or he suffered a fate simi’ar 
to that of Ceptain Mantell, disintegration, 

A good photograph of ‘ cloud covered Saucer appeared in the LA Times 
@ couple of months ego. The July-Avgust issue of British Flying Saucer 
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Review also carricd the picture and story. It was released by Coral Lorenzen 
editor and publisher of the A:P.R.O. Bulletin, 1712 Van Court, Alamogordo, 
New Mexico, 

The original was a color photo taken by Ella Fortune, a welfare nurse 
on an Indian reservation near Holloman Air Force Base, New Mexico. Miss 
Fortune noticed this solid cloud hovering, unmoving, over the baso at ’ :30 
in the afternoon, Oct. 16, 1957. She says that sho watched tho object for 
at least ten minutes before stopping her car and taking a picture of it. 

The contrast with other, normal clouds in the sky is obvious.

This next illustration, for instance, @eoorge said was taken fron a 
photograph of a poculiar cloud formation over Burbank Airport in California.

Bocause tney are livirg org- 
enisis, evoject to the sams lews cf birth, growth, maturity, decay and death 
as any ovher oxgadlem, Civilizations recuire a larger time scale, of courss. 

Spengler reckons the 1lifs epen of .a great civilization, such aa our Evro- 
Apericen culture, at 1,000 to 1,200 years; and he dates cur beginnings with 
the forratici of the Henseatic Leagues in Europe in the 10th Century, A.D. 
This would give us aucther six to eigtt goncrations to go, barring accident. 

By accidents I mean a great, natural cataclysm such as the one which 
engux?fed Atlantia in 9564 B.C.; or self-destruction of the kind which hange 
ovsr our neads right now with our atomic wearama. Ii we aren't taken off 
before our tine wa have the opportunity to spread our philosophy cf dsmocrec: 
to the world bufore passing on. And, as I 6ald at the beginning or this 
lecturs, we might even help the world te join the commmtity of the planets. 

But te get back to tke point, the indications of decay and 01d age in 
ovr culture. . 

First cf all, on tho purely physical side, there ls the exhaustion of 
the soil. We eren't getting the nourishing vitallty cut of ovr food that 
our forefathers did here. This slows us down, robs vd of the vita) spakk 
wnich inepires continusd progress at tae old rate. ‘Then, at if tat weren't. 
bad enougu, the food processors beat the remaining nourlfhment out of the 
food so it wont spoil on ths grocers’ shelves. It is literally embélmed! 

The Pure Food and Drug Administration lists some 150 fifrerent poisons 
used by the food manufacturers in processing. The meesure of the effective- 
pesa of these minute doses cf poison ve get every tim we eat is in the grow- 
ing indifference to crime and corruption, the general slacking off frem the 
hign iceais set by our Founding Fathors. 

Another sign of old age in our culture is the lack of effective leaders 
to cons with the exploding preblers of' our big-city culture. Walter Lippman: 
listed a few of them in a November, 1958 colum following the elections. 

"Our public needs are not being mst," he said. "For another two years 
(the Pisenhowor Administration) will be faced with the lag in provision of 
eckcols and colieges, with the lag in medical services, with the éeficiency 
of Ligkwars amd the backwardness cf much of our transportation and with cit: 
planning and slum clearance.” 

One obvious sign of decay of a civilization is when the parents neglect 
the education of their children, It may be that today's children are better 
informed than you and I were a generation ago, but how much better informed? 

Scientific progress today domands that a person bo four times, eight 
times, sixtcen times as well informed as he wes a goneration ago’ 

"Todey, the man or woman who knows nothing about science cannot vote 
intelligently,” says Dr. Joseph Kaplan of UWLA, “which msens that the demo- 
cratic precess will eventually break down." 

Two years ago Dr. Ecward T. Meswain, dean of the School cf Education, 
Northwestern University, visited Honolulu. 

"Education in no lenger a ratter of persoral concazm. It is a matter 
of national survivel,"” ke told the Honclulu Lions Club. 

Atcvt that same time Yarverd Historian Oscar Handlin was envnerating a 
Glcouy yet of statistics on the cecline of Amsricen education in the Atlentic 
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Monthly. His prediction in 1956 was that our educational system is not 
geared up to producing enough new, qualified teachers to replace those who 
are retiring and to keep up with the population growth. 

"Schools will fall back on double sessions," he wrote, "standards of 
education will be wndermined, the quality of instruction will decline. 

For som subjects, a total collapse is imminent; 46% of American high schoo's 
offer no foreign language at all; 23% no physics or chemistry; 24¢ no geo- 
metry..." 

Handlin also predicted that America will fall back on classroom TV and 
lay assistant teachers. 

He didn't expect the situation to improve any unless the salary incen- 
tive is considerably improved. "Teachers are the only occupational group 
whose real earnings have actually fallen since 1940'" | 

The management of one aircraft company in Texas was disappointed to dis- 
cover that the highschools in five nearby commmities offered no classes in 
physics whatsoever - because there were no physics teachers available! 

The reason probably being that qualified physics teachers in Texas have gone 
into industry at twice the salary! Anyhow, the aircraft company supp) ied 
four physics teachers, part time, to the highschools from its engineering 
staff. 

In 1956, what was our national leadership doing for education? Not 
much. Strangely enough, when President Eisenhower's Federal Aid to Education 
Bill came up for passage through Congress in July, he didn't lift a hand to 
encourage its passage. The conservatives ganged up on it and defeated it. 

Drew Pearson pointed out in a July colum that Russia had graduated 
53,000 engineers in 1954; while we were graduating only 23,000 that same year. 

In 1957, the conservative forces in the person of the y. S .Chamber of 
Commerce and the National Association of Manufacturers waged an all out, 
successful fight to prevent passage of the President's schoo! aid bill. 

They enlisted the aid of one of the most powerful, reactionary lobbies in 
the country, the American Medical Association. 

Representative Lee Metcalf, Montana Democrat, got so many "canned" let- 
ters from doctors, against the Federal school aid bi’). that he finaly wrote 
a stock reply’ 

"I appreciate the legal opinion of a doctor that Fedéeral aid to educa- 
tion is unconstitutional,” wrote Metcalf to one doctor, "But my opinion med- 
ical opinion as a lawyer, a former Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of 
Montana, and a member of the House committee which has had this matter up 
for four years, is that you ehould take two aspirins for the headache you are 
getting, worrying about the constitutionality of a progrem thich predates 
our Constitution!" 

Again, as in 1956, the President refused to raise his voice in support 
of his own bill. And when his Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare, 
Marion Folsom, assured Congressmen that the President was behind the bill, 
Folsom was later called to the Whitehouse and reprimanded. 

So, it failed of paesage by the slim mrgin of 208 to 203. 

Deris Fleeson, Washington columist, described Speaker Sam Rayburn's 
attitude - in view of Whitehouse indifference to aid to education. 

"Speaker Sam Rayburn, Texes Democent, hunched down on a lobby couch end 
set his oaken jaw. YWe got it out of rules (committee) for 'em so they 
coudrin't say a Pemocreatic Cengress killed it; but I'm not goin' to die for 
this one like I did for foreign aid. I believe in foreign aid no matter 
who's president. This one I don't die for!** 

Three months later Russia gave Sam Rayburn and other liberal legislators 
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sometiiing to trink abovt, The tins: Scutnik was lamicned in October, 1957. 

Perhaps the published remarks of certain educators made Federa’ a‘d to 
education worth dying for. There was Professor William M. Cruickshank of 
Syracuse University. Ee was publicly ccnverned about Anerica's neglect of 
its gifted children. 

"Mircedy we are having difficulty finding gcod Senators and Representa- 
tives ," said Professor Cruickshen's to the Associated Press. “We have a aes- 
porate need for leaders, not only in politics and the military, but leaders 
in the laboratory, in literature, in all fields." 

The Administration's reepouse in 1958 to the above prossaures was a 
Science Schclarship bill. A@gain, as in previous years, the poor bill hed to 
find its way through Cengress uraided by its original spensor. 

Bera is how it was described by Drew Pearson in his column of Aug. 12, 
1958: "Lhe shedow cf waning American scientific power had been looking cver tk- 
exoulder of Sen. Lyndon Jonnson when ns announced thet tiie senate would be 
kept in session longer if necessary to pasa the science scholarship bill. 
Eisonbowser did rot put the bill oa his 'mist'list, but Joanson did. The sha- 
dow had also influenced Speaker Sem Raybusn, who vowed that U.S, Chanber of 
Commerce lobbying against the education b111 would not be successful; that he 
persoaelly would do his best to see that the science edrcationbbill was passed 

Thie tims the corservatives were licked. The bill daased . 

Wow I realize that the ldea of Foderal aid to eéucaticn may be distaste- 
ful to you; as it has long been the responsibility of the States. The point 
I wanted to illustrets here was the fatal complacency of a nation's leadership 
when it begins the downhill coast into old ege. If the top leader doesn't 
tackles national prcblems with obvious enthusiasm and vigor; how can the leed- 
ers at tho lower levels wnip up extausiasm for necessary program - enthusi- 
anu fcr more taxes to pay higher salaries to attract better teachers, for in- 
Stance? Cr to arouse the nation's students to the need for doing nors hore- 
work? 

Consider the disillusionment cf one of the professors of English at the 
Univerelty of Hawail a couple of years ago. He decided to make a survey arcne 
his cixty students, to discover how mech outside reading they were doing. 

Imgine his surprise and disappointment when ho discovered that only eae 
did any outside reading, and she was a married woman of thirty-five’ So he 
apked the others why they did only such reading as reqjuired in their Universit, 
etudies. "We dont have any tim!" was the wniiversl enswer. 

Undarnted, he then went on to inquire, "What would you read if you did 
have tie?" 

"ye wouldn't do any outside reading anyhow, It isn't nsocessary for the 
work wo have chesen!” 

His students were majoring in simple subjecte, like engineering, English, 
psychology, and so on, 

Again you seg an example of tne complacency I speak of - the poverty of 
inspiration in the midst of the abundance of a mature culture. Compare the 
avcitude of these fifty-nine students with that of Abe Lincoln of 130 ysars 
azo, who walked miles for one book, ard read it over and over again, because 
that was all he kad to read? 

Do you know what the printed output of scientific research is in the 
United States today? I do. I read an estimate in a technica’ journal the 
other day. The printed results of scientific research in our country alone 
amounts to somes 250,000 pages a year, and thse output is increasing a)1 tks 
tin, 

How much outside reading are you doing? Which side of the statistics 
table are you on, a3 the Visitors from outer space make their leisurely survey 
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of Americe and its comparative rolet?on te other nations and cultures, 

The fact that you are attonding a lecture like this indizates en in- 
terest bezond thea average; an interest which I hope is sustained by reading 
and study at hom. 

One of the most encouraging things happening in our ccuntry today is 
that educators of national repute are concerned about tke decay of education 
on a national seale. Eventually, their concern will lead to action. 

A year ago here in California, Dr. Lee DuBridge, presidsnt of Cel Tech | 
made a plea for a greater understanding of science and its importance to our 
national life, 

"The aiventures in science are not only fun; they ere an essential part 
of our intelligent, everyday living,” he said. "I refer not only to Congres’. 
mon wno vote on vast technical frojects which they camot poseibly understar: 
But mon and women in everyday life, Jn business, in law, in politics, are 
ex-periencing and making decisicns cm things which they too cannot understan:: 

"We face a new type of illiteracy in which citizens are unable to read 
and understand the things about which they must make decisions, all the way. 
from epending billions on nuclear energy to investing a few thousand dol’ars 
in a new chemical company to what to do about smog ard putting fluorine in 
drinking water and to paying higher salaries to teachers of science." 

The Joseps Committee on Education recommended to President Eisenhower 
@ year ago that the salaries of American teachers be doubled by 1970" In 
the hope that this would help attract and hold enough teachers in the system 
to take care of the growing population - to say nothing of the drive of 
Russia and Chinat We mst keep abreast of them, at teast, if America is to 
lead the way into the Now Age. 

Alan T. Waterman, head of the National Science Foundation, warned the 
Administration that Soviet Russia shows a determination and a national spirit 
on the part of the people which seems to be relatively absent from the Amzr- 
tcan scene. In the face of Russia's determination to “achieve world suprem- 
acy in science and technology” America will have to sperd more money for ed- 
ucation and basic research. 

The wealth is here, from which the money for education could be derived 
Consider this interesting observation from the Republican's own most poter.t 
mouthplece, Time Magazine, for Nov. 25, 1957. 

"When the ceiling was put on (the *National Debt, $275 Billion in 1946), 
the debt was 130% of the gross national product. But as the economy grew, 
the corparative size of the dett shrank until now it ia only 62% of the grose 
national prodéuct. Thus, the federal debt could be doubled - and the burden 
would still be less than it was ten years ago." 

I cant quite agree with Time that the burden would be less than it was 
ten years ago. The interest burden would be doubled. According to the Pres- 
ident's latest budget, interest on the national debt is now $7 Billion a 
year. I'm not interested in handing the investment bankers another §7 Bil- 
lion for doing nothing, are you? 

The solution to the problem would be for the Administration to pay the 
increased cost of education and other sorely needed services directly from 
the Treasury, with legal government money. This is authorized by Article 1, 
Section 8, clause 5 of the Constitution; The Congress shal). have the power 
to coin money and regulate the value thereof. 

President Abraham Lincoln was forced to do this to finance the Civi’ 
War, because the investment bankers of the time were odfitemptuously offering 


ree 504. on-the-dollar for American war bonds.. Altogether, Lincoln and the Con- 


gress issued some $450 Mil liom im Federet ‘eurvency to help pay for the war, 


and the Union was preserved. J 
-——<s

Recently, Morgen Beatty, oi an MLC nowscast sald: "The President apnears 
to be paying atterticnu to ecis of bis critics?" 

Amd thor. in its Jen, 5, 1959 issue, Tisse Magazine comiented on "Trouble 
In the Ferily." A colum in the National Affairs gaction wes devcted to the 
obvious split in the ton echelons of tho Adwinistration. Scme of his Cabinet 
Iemmere were called rebels. 

"The rebels do not chject to a balanced budget,” Time said, "but they 
believe thet tho President is doing permanent damage to tho G.O.P. by putting 
too muck stres3 on balence and too little on a dynanric program. . . Like lib- 
eral Democrate, they argue thas the U.S needs mcre and more ‘oney spent on 
schools, roads and houses tian the Prosidvat is willing to syenmd." 

I fervently hope the rebols in the Prosident's "family" are successful. 

Time quoted one of them asa saying, “He's not so mich inijolent as he is 
tired and immobile. He hes larsed Liso almost total uavilliumess to shake 
into the kind of action this bunch wants." 

the President, of course, owss ccasiderable allegiance to the conservativ 
men cf power who holped finance his caupaigns and pnt him in office. Time 
qucted another of his official "famiir" on this point. 

"Look at the President's guest list aud golfing partners, These poople 
are afrald of change. They're afraid they'll lose somusthins." 

Remember what I said at the beginning of this talk, abcut the conserva- 
tives'loss of contiol of this cow:try with the arrival of the Visitors from 
owser space? If the cunservatives will balk at a comparatively minor thing, 
such as the lifting of the debt limit, how much more determ'nsd they wou'd 
be to cover up any real evidence of tie presence of the Visitors‘ 

Well, anyhow, I am confident that tnore is enough concern about tue fu- 
ture among the younger gonerzticn of leadership in this comtry that necessary 
programs are formulated and carried throvgh before it is too late. 

Regardless cf wnat we do hers in America to keep moving forward, Other 
nations aro certainly dbing so. We can expcet to see regional groupings 
comparable in size to the United States. ‘The "Common Market" of six European. 
nesions is a step towara a Usited States of Europe. The resurgence of aation- 
&lism in Africa wi1l probably lead to some kind of a cownen Union there, | 
Theee, in turn, could give the United Naticns real meaning; and Wendell 
Wilkie's dream of "One World” cculd become a reality. I am looking forward 
to the day when it does; I hope you are, too. 

Wrat could be more fitting chan that by the time we have mestered multi- 
diensional space travel, we will also be readyto join the commumity of plar- 
ets revolving around the sun, peacefully. 

I lmow there is a new group of World Servers arising on thas planet. 
They are mon and women of good will everywhere, reaching beyond nationality, 
croed or color, in a living acimowledgement cf Universal Brotherhood and tne 
Oneness of Life. At present, theirs is a wnity of mind and heart only; in th: 
not too distant future I am sure that wnity wi’l manifact itself on the phy- 
sical plane of our planet; as it has on other planets, older and mturer in 
point of time. 

It is strange but true that this "invasion from outer space” is actually 
en invasion of the inner space of a person's own being. Our ow efforts to 
raster a new dimension or travel away frcm the planot, is opening uD our 
cousciousness of a new dimension within ourselves. As always, mny will re- 
sist this chenge, those with "scwething to 10se." Others, the forward Looking 
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will prepare themselves as best Cioy caa1. rou saw tie effect ch tile ene. 
on the three great scientists I guctsd carlier, Haldano, veans and Eddington. 

Here is another who has recently become aware of tne dawning of a new 
dimension of consciousness, Dr. Hermnn Oberth. This item I found in Avia- 
tion Week for Hov. 10, 1958, in the "Weshingbon Roundup" colwm, 

"German propulsion expert Ir. Hermann Oberth is returning to Germany 
after completing a three-year contract as a consultant at Army's Ballistic 
Missile Agency in Huntsville, Alabama. Tho 64-year old Dr. Oberth, who 
believes the most exciting advances within tho noxt 25 yeare will be ccn- 
cerned with the human brain rather than with space, says he plans to divorce 
the latter entirely, devoting fuil time to the study of psychology, extra- 
sensory nerception and related fields." 

In his yoars of studying, thinking and working for rocket travel into 
outerspace, who mows what othor-world or superhuman Consciousness Dr. Obert: 
has contacted ~- enough, certainly, to make kim hungry for rmcre!t 

And when he does break free fzcem this physical prison house, the bouncs 
of the five sences thet lock us in, who will he see? What ixnformtion will 
he recelvs? 

You can get some idea of what to expect from ths writings of tuose who 
heave dovsloped extra sensory perception to a warked degree, and nave braved 
tho ridicule of the material-minded to share their inspiration with thoce 
willing to reed or listen. 

I chese this message to close this lecture; for though it was received 
in the early 19308, 1t seems particularly appropriate to today's crisis. 

A. New cealanaer named Geoffrey Hodson, active in the work cf the Theoscphica; 
Society for meny years, visited tne great Buddhist shrine of Boroebuedur,

"AS you met gaze within the Christ's form, piercing with your eyes its 
covering, so with the eyos of thoveht and will gaze inward and perceive that 
embodied wisdom which is yourself, the Christ which you are in timelessness, 
and will maks manifest in reatms of time, 

"Keep your soul's gaze fixed upon this archetypal Christ. Dwell daily, 
hourly, in Its presence, wntil thought and will combine to bring to birth 
within your outer gel? the Christ of which your inner self consists. 

"Than letiimzagination soar into your manifested Christhood. Picture 
yourself <9 living now the Christ-life, moving amongst mon as did the Lord. 
Do tais with will end thought unchenging wuatil in very fact these two bring 
forthiin you the living Christ. 

"Thus shall time ceases t> imprison you. Thus shall future be blended 
with fresens, yourself at the centre, conscious of both as the Bternai Now. 
"Past, I counsel you to forget, amihilate entirely, wipe from the 
tablets of your mind es scaffolding which, having served the builder'eneed, 
is taken down and disappears. Fast is dead for you. Present and future 
will similarly disappear.as you.leern to live intensoly in that fulness 

wuich is tho Eternal Now. 
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"Dark is the world, darker it may yet become, Grave dangers threaten 
human life, human progress, kiuman psace. The opposing forces gether for a 
conflict which well may be the greatest of earth's planetary battles. 

Should Light conguer, should brotherhood and peace prevail, es almost cor- 
tainly they will, then the opponents of the Law, organized as enemies of 
man, will meet with that’ defeat which will put an end to mass-hatred, mass- 
brutality, and mss-enmity to Light. Thereafter the Great Law shall prevail 

“Could you but see as Wo see, who, standing above the conflict, repre- 
sent the Law, how every unifying thought and deed of every man however humb1¢ 
if sincere, plays its importart, nay tremendous, part in bringing victory 
to the side of Light and Law, your work would be more inspired, your will 
mors ardent, your faith mre fiery and your life more full of power, 

"Go forth, therefore, with added force, with greater zeal, constant 
in Se 17-36 Ctp Lae, losing: self in service, "planning, thinking, vorking 
in the cause of Light and Law and in the Name of Thovo who are the Light 
and have become the Law. 

"On all your work the blessing, the power and the peace of Boroeboedur .
